Herz] Avitan dozes as gloom 
settles over Prisons Service

Hertzl Avitan spent most of yes- 


terday morning sleeping in solitary , 


confinement in Shata prison after 
not sleeping for more than 48 hours 
before his recapture. 

The two men and the woman ar- 
rested on suspicion of assisting the 
fugitive are to be brought to court 
for a remand hearing today. 

An air of gloom pervaded the 
Prisons Service headquarters in Je- 
rusalem yesterday. A senior officer 
said there was ἃ feeling of shame 
because Avitan had managed to es- 
cape from the most secure prison in 
the country. 

The committee set up by the Pris- 
ons Service to investigate the escape 
will have its report ready by the end 
of the week, a spokesman said yes- 
terday. The committee was original- 
ly to have submitted its findings yes- 
terday, but asked for more time 
because of the complexity of the 
inquiry and the Jarge number of 
people to be questioned. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
told reporters that Israel tacked pris- 
ons secure enough to keep ruthiess 
life prisoners like Avitan from es- 


caping. He’added that he wus con- 
sidering building a high-security 
wing in one of the existing prisons, 
in which prisoners would have no 
physical contact with their warders. 
The prisoners would be monitored 
by closed-circuit television, and cells 
would be opened and closed by re- 
mote-controlled electric locks. 


Meanwhile. it appeared that the 
Prisons Service chief Levy Shaul 
would not resign. Senior officers 
speculated that the investigating 
committee would demand the resig- 
nation of Tat-Gundar Avi Sagiv, 
who is in charge of security at the 
Prisons Service, and his deputy.

With the government poised to take over 
immigrant absorption services from the Jewish 
Agency in just over a month, there are still a

Absorption Ministry gets ready to take over from JewishiAgency 
Absorption set for ‘revolution’

The scope of services provided in the remain- 
ing absorption centres may be reduced over the 
next few years if the Treasury succeeds in cut- 
ting the number of staff planned for these cen- 
tres. 


On January 1, the Absorption Ministry plans 
to apply its new policy of “direct absorption” to 
all immigrants, according to Director-General 
Yossi Kucik. 

This means that new immigrants will receive a 
cash grant of NIS17,000 (for a family of three) 
for their housing and related expenses for their 
first year. Those who choose to stay in an ab- 
sorption centre will not get the grant. 

Immigrants who haven't made temporary 
housing arrangements prior to their arrival will 
be referred to designated hotels, where they will 
stay for up to two weeks until they find a flat to 
rent. They will pay for this from their cash 
grant. Ministry officials will be assigned to these 
hotels to counsel new arrivals. 

By January 1, Kucik said. the ministry will 
have completed an internal reorganization of 
counselling and other services to immigrants. 
These services are to be provided through 14 
regional offices. The reorganization will begin

on the North Sea and Baltic coast of 
Scandinavia, West Germany and 
The Netherlands have died in recent 
months, according to the director of 
the Pieterburen Sanctuary. The dis- 
ease has also struck Britain's coast. 

Osterhaus said he and other ex- 
perts had initially isolated picorna 
and herpes viruses in seals and ten- 
tatively blamed them for the dis- 
ease, but further research had not 
borne out these findings. They 
sought the canine distemper virus in 
the seals at the suggestion of Swed- 
ish veterinary pathologist Anders 
Bergman. 

Bergman told a news conference 
in Stockholm: “11 was clear the dis- 
ease picture was exactly the same as 
in dogs.” He said the disease was 
transmitted through coughing. It af- 
fects seals much as it does dogs, 
inflaming the lung, liver and intes- 
tines and forming lesions in the ner- 
vous system. 

Osterhaus said seal serum sam- 
ples from Greenland indicated seals 
there might have been the first to 
contract the disease. probably from 


by dog virus, scientists find 


dogs. 
Osterhaus predicted ΠΟΙ re- 
search on the possible relation be- 
tween environmental pollution and 
the epidemic. “Pollution May ex- 
plain why the disease has spread so 
rapidly ... pollution can effect the 
immune system, It was not the cause 
as such but it may have triggered the 
whole thing,” he said. 

Osterhaus and Bergman said it 
was unwise to vaccinate seals in the 
wild. Osterhaus said healthy seals 
were difficult to trap for inoculation 
and the extensive use of a vaccine on 
wild animals could have unforeseen 
effects on other animals. The new 
experimental vaccine would be ad- 
ministered only to animals in sanctu- 
aries to help replenish the seal popu- 
lation. Η 

He predicted the epidemic would 
continue but said it was unlikely to 
wipe out the entire common seal 
population. “A virus infection in 
general does not wipe out a species. 
Rather a high percentage will be 
wiped out, but others will develop 
an immunity," he said,

Turkey denies closing border 
to Kurds fleeing traqi battles 


ANKARA (Reuter) ~ Turkey has 


"+ denied that it had closed its border 


to Kurds attempting to flee fighting 
ith government forces in neigh- 

bouring Iraq, but said it was moni- 

toring the situation very closely. 

“Turkey has not closed its borders 
in any way, but it is natural that it 
will take ali necessary measures for 
its security,” said a senior foreign 
ministry official who declined to be 
identified. 

Kurdish nationalist leader Ma- 
soud Barzani said earlier that 500 
Kurds had been killed ‘and 3,000 
wounded in an offensive by Iraqi 
forces using chemical weapons. 
“Turkey has closed its border with 
Iraq and denies refuge to tens of 
thousands of Kurdish refugees,” 
Barzani said in a statement read to 
Reuters in Nicosia. 

The Turkish official said Ankara 
was aware of various claims but had 
no official information that Iraq was 
using chemical weapons.

UN proposes compromises to 
get Gulf peace talks moving 


GENEVA (Reuter) — Iraqi and Ira- 
nian negotiators yesterday studied 
compromise proposals put forward 
by United Nations experts in an ef- 
fort to get the lagging Gulf peace 
talks off the ground.

which have accused each other of 
bad faith, have met directly only 
twice since the talks began on 
Thursday and it was still unclear 
whether they would meet in the 
course of the day.

IN MEMORIAM 


_Gideon Baratz, 


GIDEON BARATZ who died at 
the beginning of the week aged 75 
was the first sabra. Statistically this 
means he was the first-born son of 
Deganya Alef, the first kibbutz. 
eed he had the sabra’s direct- 

Ness, innocence, devotion and hon- 
esty. But none of the swagger or 
aggressiveness we sometimes asso- 
Glate with the sabra; he was a cactus 
with fruity juice but no thors. 

However, the birth of this warm- 
hearted, ever-friendly man was pre- 
ceded by a somewhat indelicate row 
in front of Deganya's 12 founding 
members. For Gideon had been 
conceived by his parents against the 
collective will of the members’ 
meeting, which had previously re- 
so! that in view of the com- 
mune’s scarce finances, no children 
should be bom for some time. 

Thus, when at the beginning of 
1913 Gideon's father, Joseph Bar- 
atz, announced that his wife, Mir- 
iam, was heavy with child, another 
founder of Deganya, Shmuel Da- 
yan, rose and bitterly criticized the 

aratz's “irresponsible behaviour". 
Gideon's future mother and father 
were so deeply pained by Dayan’s 
words that for some days they re- 
frained from taking their meals in 
the company of the rest of the kib- 
butz in the modest communal dining 
room. 
Subsequently, Miriam and Joseph 
Baratz were given the opportunity 
to repay the affront in kind, after 
Shmuel Dayan informed the kibbutz 
that his wife, Dvora, had also be- 
came pregnant despite the contin- 
ued ban on birth. The issue of this 
second (or third?) pregnancy in Da- 
ganya was the future war hero and 
statesman Moshe Dayan. 


WHEN TELLING this story Gide- 
on, who had it from his mother, had 
characteristically for him no trace of 
malice or resentment merely radiat- 
ing humour, 

His wit, benevolence and humani- 
tarian approach served him well af- 
ter he left Deganya in the early 50s 
and devoted himself to organizing 
new settlements in the Negev for

several years.

This happened 
more than 35 years ago wren the 
desert south of Beersheba was still 
virtually empty and smugglers as 
well as marauders roamed almost 
unmolested between the Gaza Strip, 
Egypt, Jordan and other Eastern 
Arab countries -- often threatening 
Israel's southern half. Our over- 
loaded trucks on the Arava road had 
still to, master 28 sharp curves 
through the Scorpion's Pass in those 
days — offering excellent targets to 
infiltrators. 

Sitting on the top of sacks of on- 
ions, salt, flour, noodles, gallons of 
liquid cleanser, tins of insecticides 
against cockroaches and scorpions 
in one of our two trucks, I realized 
how much planning, organizational 
effort, practical psychology and love 
must Gideon have invested in get- 
ting this group of unrelated young 
people to move to the lonely border 
outpost in the forbidding desert. 

The score or so people came from 
various walks of life — clerks, nurses, 
tractorists, students, teachers, driv- 
ers, bakers, merchants, port work- 
ers and others - all comparative 
newcomers to young Israel, hailing 
from Western, Communist and On- 
ental countries. They followed Ben- 
Gurion's call to populate the south. 
But the practical, pragmatic sense of 
common purpose they received 
from Gideon and other similarly 
self-effacing but single-minded men 
whose will and persistence changed 
the country’s map, invigorated the 
nation's internal cohesion and 
raised the importance of the State of 
Israel. 

In private life, Gideon was a hap- 
py family man. Hé is mourned by his 
wife Ruth, the daughter of Emilia 
Levy, the former editor of South 
African Jewish Affairs, as well as by 
a much-loved son and daughter. 

Gideon's many friends from the 
“old” and “new” yishuv will sorely 


miss him.

Following your report of August 
28. titled “Red Cross knew in 1942, 
of massacre of Jews but kept sileat, 
by David Horovitz. I wish to preseat 
the first lessons drawn by the inter. 
national Committee of the 
Cross. ἃς 

The horror of the Nazis’ plan to 
annihilate all the Jews of Europe, 
and the extermination of millions of 
them. fundamental questions 
to the conscience of humanity. The 
ICRC, by opening its archives to 
independent historians. wished to 
enable others to evaluate — also to 
evaluate for itself - its atttude and 
its action in favour of the ‘i¢tims of 
Nazi persecution. 

It ἔς tried to discover. through 
the eyes of others. not only what it 
succeeded in doing. or at least tried 
to do, but also what it did not suc- 
ceed in doing or did not try to do, 
when faced with the failure of a 
civilization. it gave 

For this purpose. it gave Jean- 
Claude Ce ee nner Dean of the 
Faculty of Letters and Rector of the 
University of Geneva. free and un- 
limited access to its archives on this 
period. for a book of which the au- 
thor alone bas decided the form and 
the content, which will be published 
in the coming months. 

Access was also given to Mr. 
Arieh Ben-Tov. ao Israeli lawyer 
who himself survived Auschwitz. to 
enable him to write a book on the 
ICRC and the Jews of Hungary 
(Facing the Holocaust in Budapest, 
Henry Dunant Institute, Martinus 
Nijhoff, 1988). 

Faced with a tragedy the horror of 
which is bevond imagination, and 
despite its situation in Switzerland, a 
country eacircled by the Axis forces, 
the ICRC made a great many efforts 
to reach victims who, being civil- 
ians, were devoid of any protection 
under international law, It came up 
against the systematic refusal by 
Hitler's regime to allow any action 
whatever to help Jewish people, 
whom the Nazis qualified as “‘non- 
Aryans" even in their answers to the 
ICRC. 

Thus, in spite of these attempts, 
the ICRC was unable to accomplish 
more than a small part of the hu- 
manitarian mission that would have 
been justified by what the Nazis 
called “the Final Solution.” It was 
able to save only a few tens of thou- 
sands of lives, while millions per- 
ished. Was this failure inevitable? 
One can say, with hindsight, that in 
some countries where the domina- 
tion of the Third Reich was not to- 
tal, the ICRC could probably have 
saved more Jewish people than it 
did: in those countnes, the ICRC

today feels that it did not seek out, 
at that time, all the possible ways 
and means of protecting more of the 
victims. (Obviously, it is difficult, 
without having experienced it, to 
judge the actions of men and women 
working at the heart of a gigantic 
probiem, of which they had no over- 
all view, in extremely difficult cir- 
cumstances and with limited 
resources. ) 

The question of the appeal which 
was not launched in October 1942, 
constitutes no news: it has already 
been studied from the "705. on the 
basis of the relevant ICRC docu- 
ments, by several authors as Walter 
Laqueur, Gerald Fleming and 
Drago Arsenijevic. What Professor 
Favez does is to set it in a more 
comprehensive context, especially 
the Swiss one. 

The draft appeal focused ‘on the 
conduct of hostilities” and aimed at 
protecting civilian victims of total 
warfare, such as aerial bombings. 
One of its paragraphs did mention 
“ ees" and “hostages.” As to 
the fate of the Jews, at that date, the 
ICRC had mostly indirect and in- 
complete information; it was not 
conscious of Hitler’s sytematic plan 
to kill all the Jews. Contrary to what 
is sometimes believed, the appeal 
was not a call for saving Jewish peo- 
ple and its draft did not mention 
them expressly. 

The appeal was not launched ~ 
among other reasons — in the face of 


a dilemma: the ICRC felt that it 
might jeopardize its ability to assist 
the prisoners of war in the hands of 
the Reich, PoWs whom it was au- 
thorized to help and whom in fact it 
was helping. No doubt the interven- 
tion of the Swiss Federal Councillor 
Etter (then also a member of the 
ICRC) in the debate influenced the 
decision. 

Would the ICRC have kept silent 
if it bad realized at the time the 
enormity of the genocide? We trust 
that its attitude would have been 
different if it had been fally aware at 
the time of the scale and of the 
systematic and specific nature of the 
Holocaust. 

Any valid comment abont this pe- 
riod must make a distinction be- 
tween the various Nazi zones of 
influence: 

On the Eastern Front and in Ger- 
many: In view of the determination 
— as it is known today — with which 
the Nazis pursued their policy of 
systematic annihilation of the Jews 
and considering the constant rejec- 
tion by the Nazis of any gesture in 
favour of Jewish individuals, the 
ICRC, even now, doubts that it 
would have been able to exert any 
decisive influence on the fate of 
these people in Poland, in the occu- 
pied territories of the USSR or in 
the territory of the Third Reich. 

In other countries: However, if 
the ICR had evaluated sooner and 
better its activities in the other terri-

suade the Allies (especially the 
United States and Great Britain) 
and the Lapa unui © combat 
the poli genocide — particu- 
larly with regard to Switzerland — to 
relax their policies towards refu- 


gees, the Jews in particular, for 


whom admittance by neutral coun- 
tries and the Allies represented the 
only chance of survival. a 
It should also be recalled that the 
ICRC encountered the greatest dif- 
ficulties with the Allied Powers, first 
of all when they refused in 1939'to | 
agree to the ICRC’s proposal to in- 
clude civilians under the protection 
of the draft Tokyo Convention 
(1934), and later when they made’ 
difficulties about lifting their block-- 


ade and allowing the passage of re-. 


lief supplies for civilian victims. 
The ICRC delegates: When ac- 
cepting criticism of the institution 
one should pay tribute to every at- 
tempt made, in conditions of the 
greatest difficulty, whether from 
Geneva or in the field, to aid the 
Jewish victims. In particular, the

On June 23, 1988, the respondent 
issued an order seizing ion of 
portions of a building belonging to 
the petitioners, including two apart- 
ments, some shops on the ground 
floor, the stairwell, and the roof.

According to a senior officer, “Our 
morale is much higher now” despite 
the death in the crash of so many of 
the senior command.

Elections are necessary to provide 
acivilian government with the legiti- 
macy to tackle the problems set 
aside by the long years of martial 
Jaw and the priorities of the Afghan 
conflict: the smouldering resent- 
ment of the minority provinces of 
Pakistan; the tensions between Shia 
and Sunni Moslems. exacerbated by 
Zia’s pro-Sunni policies; the hostil- 
ity in the south between Sindhis and 
immigrants from India; and the fu- 
ture role of the army. 
ECONOMIC problems also loom 
large. Remittances from Pakistani 
workers in the Gulf, together with 
the black economy that has flour- 
ished around corruption, the heroin 
trade and arms traffic. helped to 
boost prosperity during the Zia 
years. But meanwhile, public fi- 
nances are slipping towards bank- 
ruptcy, and prosperity has been un- 
evenly spread. The concentration of 
wealth in the hands of industrialists 
and big landowners has grown.

THE CEASEFIRE between Iran 
and Iraq is less than two weeks old, 
but the battered city of Basra al- 
ready is showing signs of recovery. 

Over the weekend, men and boys 
in white galabia robes sat atop sand- 
bags lining the Shatt-al-Arab water- 
way and cast lines baited with sesa- 
me paste into the murky green 
waters clogged with sunken 
freighters. ᾿ 

Not far away, young swimmers 
did backflips into the canals that cut 
through the city coward the Shatt-al- 
Arab, which forms the southem 
border with Iran. A welder patched 
a gate at the Sheraton Hotel, heavily 
damaged by artillery shells. 

In the city’s main square, sand- 
bags fortified the walls of the Al- 
Hamdan Hotel and its lobby was 
covered with jagged shrapnel holes. 
But the staff said all the rooms were 
taken, booked by a teachers conven- 
tion and Kuwaitis returning to ex- 
amine the city where they once 
spent vacations. 

Such signs of recovery are note- 
worthy in a city only 15 miles (24 
km.) from Iran's border, which 
came under relentless artillery and 
missiles fire. the — sa Iraq's 
ΟἿΣ city during the eight-year 
wat πιὰ virtually every build- 
ing in central Basra, where the 
pounding was so intense at times 
that dozens of shells landed every 
minute. 

The city was n¢uly captured in 
February 1987 whe Iranian fighters 
poured across the order and came 
within six miles (9.6 km.) of Basra. 
In the fierce fighting that followed, 
the Iranians were decimated and, 
according to U.S. defence analysts, 

25,000 casualties, including 
15,000 dead. Hundreds of thou- 
sands fled the city of more than one 
million people at the height of the 
shelling and missile attacks from 
December 1986 to February 1987. 
Basra Governor Anwar Sayid said 
recently that the shelling killed 
1,000 civilians and wounded 2,000, 

The attacks stopped earlier this 
year when ἃ series of Iraqi victories 
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pushed the Iranian guns out of 
range. 

TRAQIS SOON began returning to 
the city, and the population is now 
back to about one million, Sayid 
said. Many have begun rebuilding 
homes, but reporters touring the 
city this weekend found a few areas 
stil nearly deserted. 

Even the pristine Basra airport, 
reopened hours after the Aug. 20 
cease-fire, resembles a massive 
mausoleum with its granite floors 
and marble walls. So far, only one

DR. ABDEL Wahhab Muhammed 
al-Masiri, an Egyptian political sci- 
entist and author of a book on Zion- 
ist ideology. has turned his attention 
to the subject of Israeli jokes. He 
does so in a {ong article in a recent 
issue of Al-Yaum al-Sabi under the 
title “Eternal Zionism and Other 
Sorrows: The Joke as a Key to the 
Israeli Personality.” 

He sets out to analyse current 
jokes in Israel and to fathom their 
significance and the light they are 

to shed on the state of 

Israeli society today, on Israel's 

body politic, and on the future pros- 
of the Jewish state. 

“Forty years after its proclama- 
tion and a century or more after the 
launching of the settlement drive,” 
al-Masiri writes, “it cannot be said 
that the Zionist state constitutes a 
success story large or small.” Zion- 
ism, he says, depicted itself as a 
national movement that gave ex- 

ion to the oneness of the Jew- 
ish people and to the Jews" longing 
for retum to their own land - a 
movement, moreover, that would 
pat an end to the “exile” and nor- 
malize the life of the Jew. 

Zionism, however, has failed to 
attain any of these goals. albeit in 
various degrees of failure. For one 
thing, no definition of a Jew has 
been formulated that satisfies all in- 
terested Jewish quarters. For anoth- 
er, this “would-be one people“ 


man who sees himself as prime min- 
ister again. He is seen by the army. 
the business community and most 
diplomats as the best choice for a 
smooth transition, 

But he also has a preat many 
problems to resolve with his col- 
leagues and allies before he can put 
together a Vote-winning alliance.

GHULAM Ishaq has plenty of ex- 
perience as a senior civil servant. 
But he has none of holding the reins 
of an electoral juggernaut that has 
too often in the past veered ont of 
control. In support he has General 
Aslam Beg. an army chief of staff 
who is committed to putting civilian 
government back on the rails. 

The army has in recent months 
seen its own name tamished by a 
series of damaging events — not least 
the explosion that killed Zia and his 
senior military staff and which point 
to a Serious security lapse. It has no 
wish to get drawn into the quagmire 
of domestic politics. But equally, 
after dominating Pakistani life for 
the best part of 30 years, it will not 
be easy for the army to take a back 
seat - particularly if, as Zia feared, 


shares no single culture, no single 
heritage. no identical interests, no 
specific land and no single state. De-

Other “proofs” of the failure of 
Zionism include the fact that after 
more than two decades, the number 
of Jewish residents in the West Bank 
does ποῖ᾽ exceed 60,000; that the 
Jewish personality, “which the Zi- 
onists claim is parasitic and margin- 
al," remains unreformed, with the 
Israelis reverting to brokerage and 
financial speculation; and that the 
Zionist entity continues to depend 
on American aid for its very being 
and survival, not possessing the ele- 
ments of economic independence 
and political sovereignty. 

Al-Masiri sees these and other 
factors as proof that what he calls 
“the Zionist social contract” has 
been voided, since there is no con- 
sensus on the basics and also as a 
result of the general feeling that re- 
ality is very far from theory. 

He also cites the new Israeli phe- 
nomenon of “the little head" {rosk 
katan), which he defines — citing Is- 
raeli usage — as “a person with a big 
stomach who is concerned solely 
with his personal interest, enjoy-

fully discovered its identity. 

But on the assumption that Ghu- 
lam Ishaq’s administration can 
weather the two and a half months 
to the elections, two problems will 
be high on the agenda of the new 
government. 

The first is Afghanistan. Zia’s pol- 
icy of active intervention in the 
country to instal an Islamic govern- 
ment in Kabul was causing divisions 
in the seven-party alliance of resis- 
tance commanders as imposing a 
strategy of attacks on major cities 
that were costly in lives and seemed 
unlikely to give Afghanistan the sta- 
bility that would come from a more 
broadly based regime. 

Both Benazir Bhutto and Junejo 
would give more weight to finding a 
political solution. The elements of 
this are beginning to fail into place 
with the growing acceptance of the 
idea of a broadly based interim gov- 
ernment that could prepare the way 
for elections. 

The other immediate problem for 
an elected government in Pakistan 
will be the need for austerity policies 
to halt the state’s slow slide into 
bankruptcy. Interest payments on 
government debt and defence now 
account for 79 per cent of current 
expenditure. The International 
Monetary Fund is holding back on a 
$1.3 billion credit line that the gov- 
ernment needs for balance-of-pay- 
ments support until Pakistan dem- 
onstrates convincingly that it is 
cutting the budget deficit that is fur- 
ther exacerbating the balance-of- 
payments problem. 

Zia’s strength was to hold his 
ground against the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan and to make Paki- 
stanis feel that their country was an 
important player on the world stage. 
But in other ways, his one-man rule 
has left a legacy that would strain 
any administration — let alone the 
fragile institutions of Pakistan.

Memoirs expose sex, political scandals in Egypt 


ΤΥ IS UNLIKELY that any book 
published in Egypt in the last few 
years has caused such uproar and 
sparked such bitter dispute and 
slinging of accusations as My Memo- 
ries, by Mrs. Itimad Khurshid, a 
member of Egyptian high society. 
ition journalists. and espe- 

cially the Wafd party paper, have 
feasted on the book, which purports 
to sexual and political deca- 
dence among the heads of the Nas- 
serist regime in the 60s. The paper 
praises Khurshid's daring and her 
teadiness ta expose the sexual scan- 
dals, despite her personal involve- 
ment. It publishes some of the juici- 
est chapters in the book, which 
reveal the sexual perversions of the 
head of the security services in Nas- 
ser’s day. the all-powerful Salah 
Naser, and describe the orgies con- 
ducted with the knowledge and par- 
gr of the author. her friends. 
and famous dancers and singers, 
with important 
ser’s regime. 

In ber book. Khurshid describes 
her first meeting. at a party, with 
Salah Naser, a man feared by all of 
Egypt. who was later to became her 
lover. She describes his relenuess 
pursuit of her. despite the fact that 
she was married. She reveals that 
her husband was aware of the situa- 
tion and powerless in the face of it. 
At times he was forced to receive his 
wife's lover and escort him to the 
bedroom where she was waiting. 

Among other things, she discioses 
secrets confided to her about the 
cruel treatment ad arias prison- 
ers, who often died during torture. 
She also reveals Naser's sexual per- 
versions. She writes of his masochis- 
tic tendencies; he asked her to hit 
him with her high heels until she 
drew blood, which he would then 
lick up with relish.

SHE RECOUNTS that Salah Naser 
Was so smitten with her that ai a 


later stage he demanded that she 
become his wife. He forced her to 
divorce her husband and to marry 
him when she was seven months’ 
pregnant (she does not say whose 
child it was). Prior to this, every 
time Naser arrived at the house to 
visit his mistress, her husband was 
forced to hide in his room. 

Later, she describes orgies that 
Jasted until dawn, involving senior 
Officers of the revolutionary regime, 
dancers and singers, and some of 
Khursshid’s married friends whose 
presence Naser had demanded. 

According to Khurshid, King Fa- 
rouk was murdered and did not die a 
natural death as was stated at the 
time. She clarms that Naser told her 
that King Farouk was poisoned for 
“disgracing™ Egypt on the Island of 
Capri, Italy. She also writes that 
Naser himself shot four intelligence 
agents because they failed in their 
assigned mission to kidnap an Israeli 
agent in Europe. In another chap- 
ter, Khurshid describes how Naser 
“mesmerized” Saudi Arabian King 
Saud when he was in Egypt, and 
extracted millions of dollars from 
him for the Egyptian war effort. 


THE BOOK HAS raised a storm, 
especially among ministers. journal- 
ists and intelligence agents of the 
Nasser regime. One of the senior 
officers in Egyptian intelligence. 
Mohammed Nasim, counters that 
Khurshid's book is an attempt to 
blacken and distort the reputation of 
Egyptian intelligence, despite its 
role as defender of the regime and 
the Egyptian homeiand. 

According to Nasim, there were 
deviations in Egyptian internal secu- 
rity and intelligence in Nasser’s day, 
but only in connection with the head 
of the service. Salah Naser, and 
some of the senior officers, when it 
came to womeo and debasement of 
political prisoners. 

He further claims that Khurshid's

memoirs are proof of her dishonesty 
with respect to her husband.

The world's largest insurance 
market celebrates its 300th birthday 
this year, boasting multibillion- 
pound-sterling profits and a reputa- 
tion for never failing to settle a valid 
claim. Its 300 syndicates run by un- 


But the exclusive underwriting so- 
ciety is now seeing one of its biggest 
defections ever of “names,” who 
provide capital for Lioyd’s to oper- 
ate and accept insurance business 
for their own profit or loss. 

“We're not surprised the number 
of resignations has risen. There have 
been difficulties and there is a feel- 
ing that the risk/reward ratio is not 
as favourable as it used to be,” says 
Raymond Nottage, deputy chair- 


man of the Association of Lioyd’s 
Members. 

The 33,000 names, which include 
celebrities and royalty such as 
Queen Elizabeth's cousin Princess 
Alexandra, must show ready assets 
of £100,000 upwards to join.

In the 1984 Olympics held in his 
own back yard, seven Kersee- 
coached athletes won 10 medals - 
six gold and four silver. His standout 
star was Valerie Brisco who won the 
200 and 400 metres and anchored 
the 4x400m relay. 

This year Kersee and his pupils 
hope to do even better. 

“When the flag goes up and the 
torch is tit, they'll be ready to go,” 
he said. “They'll be ready to go the 
rounds, and go the rounds all out.™ 

Collectively, Kersee’s group rep- 
resents the cream of the U.S. track 
and field team, although world re- 
cord-holder Florence Griffith- 
Joyner broke with him following her 
sensational performances at last 
month's Olympic trials. 


“We've added excitement to 


American track and field and con- 
cern to European track and field,” 
he says. 

Kersee's brightest student is his 
wife, Jackie Joyner-Kersee, who 
broke her heptathlon world record 
in Indianapolis. She also holds the 
American record in the long jump, 
another of her gold medal events at 
last year's world championships in 
Rome. 

Kersee and his wife have success- 
fully managed to divorce their mar- 
tied life from their relationship as 
coach and student. 

“It's not like ['m getting away 
with anything, because he’s my hus- 
band.” says Joyner-Kersee. “When 
he's coaching me, he's a different 
person than when he's at home.” 

Kersee agrees. “Once we 
into the house, it’s husband and 
wife.” 

But Joyner-Kersee, who is known 
for her stubbornness and competi- 
tive spirit. credits her husband for 
much of her athletic success.
